The Fiscal Year 2016-17           
MHLA Annual Report is Out! 

On June 30, 2017, the MHLA Program completed its 

third fiscal year of operation.  The MHLA annual re-

port for the program is now finalized and on the MHLA 

website. The report provides a comprehensive sum-

mary and analysis of the MHLA program including en-

rollments, disenrollments, renewals, calls to member 

services, audits, service utilization and financials.   

The annual report is designed to provide the public, 

policy makers, participants, clinics, researchers and 

other interested groups with detailed information 

about the ongoing performance of the MHLA program 

and clinics throughout FY 2016-17. Highlights include: 

 A total of 189,410 participants were enrolled at 

some point during the fiscal year.  

 121,133 (64%) unique participants received a     

primary care visit at a CP medical home clinic and 

averaged 3.29 visits per year. 

 476,098 total primary care visits were provided at 

CP medical home clinics. 

 68% of participants renewed or re-enrolled in the 

program during the fiscal year. 

 29,032 unduplicated MHLA patients accessed 

129,371 specialty care visits at DHS.  

 14,186 emergency department (ED) visits were  

provided for 5% of MHLA participants.
